The  prosperity  of  ITniveraalUl  Socielies. 

What  can  be  Hone  to  improve  the  condition  of 
Universalist  Societies,  and  render  them  prosper¬ 
ous?  To  answer  this  tpiestion,  will  be  the  object 
ofthis  article.  There  are  a  lew  of  our  societies 
which  are  [trospering  so  finely,  ns  not  to  need  so 
humble  mlvice  ns  that  which  I  have  to  give.  I 
speak  not  to  profit  them.  l>ut  there  ate  many,  by 
far  too  nianv.  which  need  to  do  something  to  bet¬ 
ter  their  condition  ;  which  need  to  put  into  practice 
the  principles  which  I  shall  here  lay  down.  To 
improve  such,  I  oiler  the  following  leflections,  the 
results  of  my  experience  and  observations. 

1.  In  order  to  nlake  a  society  prosperous,  the 
nienibers  of  it  must  all  he  earnestly  and  heartily 
united.  It  is  an  old  and  truthful  sayina,  that  in 
unity  there  is  sticngth — in  associated  action  a  mul¬ 
tiplication  of  ellective  power.  The  united  eflTorts, 
persevered  in,  of  a  few  individuals,  will  accomplish 
a  greater  work  than  tan  twice  their  number  if  each 
acts  separately  and  independantly  ofall  the  others, 
even  though  they  labor  liir  a  common  object.  Thus 
three  hundred  (iteeks  under  Lconiilas,  linked 'to¬ 
gether  by  the  living  bond  of  patriotism,  acting  to¬ 
gether  with  a  single  aim,  could  llir  a  long  time 
guaril  the  pass  of  Thcrmo[»ylaG  against  the  five 
millions  of  Xerxes,  coated  as  they  were  with  steel 
and  weighed  down  w  ith  the  engines  of  death. — 
Half  that  number  of  men,  devoted  to  the  truth  ami 
acting  in  concert,  can,  in  any  given  place,  nulify 
the  |«)wer  of  the  whole  spiritual  enginery  of  etror 
and  fal«eh<H)d,  and  blast  the  hopes  and  blot  out  the 
prospects  of  her  devotees.  Any  band,  however 
small,  in  the  cause  of  trutli,  if  they  be  but  united 
and  labor  fatthfully,  can  do  a  work  that  it  is  not  sin 
to  he  proud  of.  Under  (Jml  the  cfiiirts  of  such  must 
prosper. 

So  true  is  it,  that  in  union  alone  there  is  strength, 
saletv  and  prosperiiv,  that  wherever  we  see  the 
oinKtsitespirit  prevail,  we  see  convulsions,  anarchy, 
destruction  and  death.  Rome,  when  closely  unit- 
cil,(wosa  giant;  when  filled  with  dissensions,  a 
mere  child;  when  united  she  was  titistress  rrf  the 
world — when  convulsed  with  dissenisons,  she  was 
crushed,  grotitid  to  pow  der  beticath  the  triumph- 
car  of  her  Vandal  foe. 

So  with  religious  associations  as  with  all  others; 
when  they  are  firndy,  closely,  tenderly  united; 
when  every  titan  comes  in  right  earnestly,  lending 
all  his  inllnence,  his  power,  his  sympathy  to  the 
interest  r.-f  thecommon  cause — such  society,  though 
its  numbers  he  few,  must  lie  strong  and  prosper. — 
It  can  not  he  oiherwisp,  since  their  feelings  are  all 
enlisted  in  the  same  thing,  and  their  exertions, 
vigorous  and  united,  in  the  attainment  of  the  same 
end.  And  in  ronfirmniion  of  what  I  have  here 
said,  I  ask  yon,  rea<ler.  if  you  ever  knew  a  society 
which  vvas  thus  imited  in  feeling,  in  action  niid  in 
life — which  was  all  peace  and  hartnony  within  it¬ 
self,  that  did  not  prosper !  1  do  not  believe  that  an 

ittstance  cun  be  fouml;  at  least,  I  have  never  met 
one.  So  far  ns  I  know,  all  religious  societies  owe 
their  great  difficulties  ami  trouble,  and  finally  their 
desirnr.tion  and  death,  to  the  fiKilish  contention  of 
iiidividuHls  within  their  own  bosoms— to  dissension 
and  one  other  cause  which  I  shall  soon  mention. 

Take  your  stand,  theti,  brethren,  in  unity;  be 
united  in  faith,  in  feeling  and  in  action,  bringing 
all  your  powers  to  boar  upon  the  furtherance  of the 
interests  of  the  society  to  which  you  are  attached. 
Throw  aside — shun  ns  tlie  most  fatal  (loison,  every 
spirit  of  dissension,  all  individual  contentions,  w  hen 
you  act  with  reference  to,  or  for  the  interests  of  the 
society.  Such  feelings  and  actions,  and  alas! 
how  ofica  they  are  indulged,  are  not  only  fixdish 


I  in  themselves  considered,  and  unprofitable  to  those  [ 
I’  who  indulge  them;  but  they  are  the  most  insidious  |:

rules  by  which  his  breihfen  shall  he  jmiged.  Ra- ' 
tlier  cultivate  earnestly  the  spirit  of  toleration  and  i. 
forbearance — of  the  most  genuine  and  generous  j! 
charily  towards  each  other.  Agreeing  on  the  great  , 
principles,  let  not  the  respective  opinions  you  may 
ii  hold  on  minor  points,  cause  you  to  act  or  speak  in  j 
I  opposition  to  each  pi  her,  on  any  matters  touching  | 

I  the  interests  of  the  society.  \Ve  all  have  faults  j 
'  and  have  need  to  he  forgiven  by  our  brethren;  let  l 
I  us  not  therefore  forget  also  to  liirgive  them  and  he  j 
'  kind.  Live  m  peace  with  all  men,  hut  especially 
,  with  all  the  iiieiiiheis  of  the  society.  1

ence.  This,  like  many  oilier  blessing  we  leceive 
ill  this  life,  comes  to  us  through  the  agency  of  hu-  !| 
I  man  means,  is  the  fruit  of  united,  active  Christian  !. 
j|  exertions.  ji 

I  Bill  especially  is  such  an  active  zeal,  such  per-  jj 
sonul  influence  and  labor  on  the  part  of  every  mem- 
jl  her,  necessary  to  a  society  where  their, condii ion  is  | 
not  highly  prosperous.  The  members  of  such  so- 
I  cielies  must  pul  tfieir  own  hands  to  the  sianilard,  if 
||  they  would  raise  their  banner  on  high  and  make  it 
'  float  iriurnpanily  in  the  free  winds  of  heaven.  No 
^  other  persons  can  doit  forlbem  as- well  asthey  caa 


do  it  for  themselves;  and  even  if  others  could  and' 
should  do  it  for  them,  it  will  still  require  their  own 
personal  and  constant  watch-care,  to  prevent  it 
from  being  lorn  from  its  standard  by  the  hand  of  the 
enemy,  or  disgraced  by  its  friends.  But  let  every 
one  do  w  hat  he  or  she  can — and  every  one  is  able 
to  do  something,  to  do  much  even — let  every  one 
do  all  he  is  able,  in  any  and  every  way,  foi  the 
upbuilding  and  spread  of  Universalism ;  let  the 
work  be  persevered  in  vigorously,  with  zeal  and 
energy,  ami  no  man  can  mistake  the  result;  it 
would  be,  to  a  greater  or  less  exfeni,  the  accomp¬ 
lishment  of  our  desires,  the  fruition  of  our  hopes. — 
If  all  that  have  named  the  name  of  Christ  and  at¬ 
tached  themselves  to  Universalist  societies,  would 
be  thus  zealous  and  active,  and  persevering, and  all 
he  united  and  work  together,  every  society  would 
rise  up  and  g»  on  its  way  rejoicing. 

I  am  aware  that  most  societies  look  with  confi¬ 
dence  to  tlie  preacher  as  the  source  of  ilieir  pros¬ 
perity,  and  if  the  prosperity  for  which  they  are 
earnestly  hoping,  does  not  attend  them,  he  is  then 
set  rlown  os  not  the  man  they  need — he  does  not 
build  them  up,  and  fill  the  house,  and  pay  the 
church  debt! — he  is  not  the  man  for  the  place — is 
dismissed — sent  away  some  how — and  another  em¬ 
ployed.  I  must  warn  srK-ieiics  against  the  certain¬ 
ly  illusive  hope,  that  a  preacher  alone  can  make 
them  prosper.  As  long  as'such  an  iriea  exists  in  a 
society  and  exerts  its  influence  U|Mm  ail  its  mem¬ 
bers,  that  society  is  doomed  to  adversity,  to  a  kind 
of  half-dead  existence,  to  stand  still,  at  least,  not  to 
progress  permanently  one  single  step.  In  sayin.^ 
this,  I  do  not  speak  unadvisedly,  neither  do  1  un¬ 
dervalue  the  liiUrrs  of  the  fuiihful  preacher.  And 
to  show  you  that  all  this  is  as  represented,  let  :ue 
iiisiance  a  few  cases,  which  are  but  loo  common. 
A  society  has  lately  dismissed  its  pieoelier  and  an¬ 
other  is  railed  ;  some  of  the  members  do  not  like 
ihecitoice,  and  talk  about  it,  and  wish  they  could 
have  such  or  such  a  man;  they  get  warmer  and 
speak  harshly,  and  create  bitterness  and  opposition, 
and  finally  wage  a  formal  warfare;  no  perso.-ision 
ran  indo'-e  them  to  unite  in  feeling  anil  action  with 
the  other  tnemhers  of  the  socieiv,  hut  ”  they  will 
have  their  own  way  about  things”  at  whatever  ex¬ 
pense.  What  ran  a  preacher  do  in  a  society,  one 
halfof  which  is  using  every  means  to  gel  rid  of  him? 
Every  thing  one  patty  builds  up.  the  other  jiariy 
tears  down;  and  it  is  a  miracle  if  they  do  not  de¬ 
stroy  liie  siK-ieiy.  Now  I  ask,  does  the  pr.isperiiy 
of  that  six.‘ieiy,  depetui  on  the  preactier  or  on  the 
people  ? 

Again;  it  sometimes  liappens  that,  on  account 
of  some  single  art  which  involves  no  moral  guilt 
whatever,  some  one  or  more  memliers  of  the  so¬ 
ciety  are  otreoded — not  because  it  i  t  any  way 
injures  ilifin.  hut  heciiuse  it  was  not  done  or  omit¬ 
ted  just  us  they  would  like  to  have  it.  But  they 
will  not  be  Christian  and  fiirgive  ;  they  will  not 
sacrifice  one  feeling  for  the  inierestsof  the  society; 
hut  on  the  conirarv.  they goimmediately  and  earn¬ 
estly  at  work  to  make  puriizans  and  excite  opposi¬ 
tion,  and  then  take  their  stand  nnd  wrangle.  Sup- 
(H)se  the  society  was  in  such  a  state,  and  it  had  even 
an  angel  to  pieach  to  if,  would  it  prosper  while 
those  feelings  and  actions  were  indulged  ?  And 
again  1  ask,  on  whom  depends  the  prosperity  of 
that  socieiv,  jireacher  or  people  ? 

Take  one  other  case.  A  man  of  acknowledged!
